Clark Defends 
Plan for Gun

CONWAY, Ark. (AP) - U.S. 


Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark said 
Tuesday he could not under- 
stand why the public would ob- 
ject to registering their guns 
any more than they do register- 
ing their cars or their dogs. 


He made the comments in a 


speech at Hendrix College and 
said he was strongly in favor 
of gun registration laws. 


Clark said that under regis- 


tration laws federal authority 
would be limited to the ship- 
ment of firearms and it would 
be up to local law enforcement 
officials to enforce the regula- 
tions. 


He said he considered it "out- 


rageous" that individuals were 
indiscriminately allowed to own 
and purchase firearms. 


Clark also said not enough 


money was being appropriated 
for juvenile court facilities and 
that he was concerned with the 
rising crime rate. Clark said 
improvement in local law en- 
forcement is the first step to- 
ward slowing the crime rate. 


Clark said that crime reflects 


on all the people. 


"When we talk about crime 


we talk about ourselves, the 
quality of life in America and 
the fulfillment of the American 
dream," Clark said.

Mo/or Gross 
Roofs Fight

SUNFLOWER, Miss. (AP) - 


Negro civil rights forces appar- 
ently lost their first major grass 
roots political fight in this delta 
area, where Negroes outnumber 
whites. 


However, a federal court suit 


was in the making, alleging that 
the municipal election in Sun- 
flower was not held "in a fair 
and impartial manner." 


Registered Negro voters out- 


number white voters in Sunflow- 
er 185-153. But when the votes 
were counted Tuesday, white 
candidates for mayor and alder- 
man held a decisive edge. 


Mayor W. L. Patterson, who 


has held the $50 a month post 
for 
12 years, defeated Otis 


Brown Jr., 21, by a count of 194- 
123 — indicating that Patterson 
drew 
some 
Negro support 


despite the aggressive Negro 
campaign to split the balloting 
along racial lines. 


"I campaigned to get the 


votes of some of the good Ne- 
groes, but not those radicals in 
the Mississippi Freedom Demo- 
cratic party," said Patterson. 


Poll officials gathered the bal- 


lot boxes after the count and 
took them to a bank, where they 
were placed in a vault. 


The special elections here and 


in nearby Moorhead were or- 
dered by a federal court. Moor- 
head, however, was not consid- 
ered 
the prime 
battleground 


because white voters there out- 
numbered Negro voters, 390-310. 


At Moorhead, the ballot count 


was discontinued Tuesday night 
with Mayor Wesley I. Upchurch 
holding a 370-264 lead over Jim- 
my Lee Douglas. White council- 
men also were ahead. 


The ballot count resumes to- 


day. 


The heavy Negro registration 


in both towns came after the 
1965 elections were voided by 
the court on the ground that Ne- 
groes were not given enough 
time to get on the registration 
rolls.

Starts Well 
Earned Rest

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) - 


Surveyor 3 starts a weltearned 
two-week sleep tonight after 10 
days of digging into the mys- 
teries of the moon. 


Four historic trenches — the 


first furrows made by man in 
any but his native soil — are 
visible evidence of what scien- 
tists suspected — that the lunar 
surface is strong enough to sup- 
port manned landing craft. 


More than 6,000 pictures tele- 


vised by the tripod spacecraft 
show the dry, grainy soil has 
the consistency of wet sand, at 
least to the depth of 7 
l/a inches, 


and there is some indication of 
a harder layer underneath. 


Controllers at Jet Propulsion 


Laboratory radioed commands 
Tuesday preparing the 
620- 


pound spacecraft for the minus 
250-degree 
lunar 
night 
with 


taped instructions for the opera- 
tion of the heater protecting its 
electronic brain. 


The hand-sized scoop mounted 


on a five-foot extension, was left 
poised 30 inches above the sur- 
face, ready to resume digging 
after the sun rises on the moon 
May 17. 


Picture taking will continue 


until the lunar sunset, about 6 
p.m. EST tonight, prevents Sur- 
veyor 3's swiveling eye from 
snapping any more shots of the 
gouged and hammered terrain 
between two of the spacecraft's 
skeletal circular padded feet. 


In 27 hours of scoop operation. 


Surveyor 3 has dug four 2-inch- 
wide trenches, the largest near- 
ly two-foot long. 


That one, created by five 


passes of the scoop, is 7V2 inch- 
es deep. Measurement of the 
electrical power needed to pull 
the shovel toward the space- 
craft on successive scoops indi- 
cated soil firmness increases 
with depth. 


Latest 
photographs of this 


series show the walls are still 
standing, marked with well-de- 
fined tracks from screw heads 
on the lower jaw of the scoop. 


Two rocks — one a half-inch 


in diameter, the other twice that 
size — have been picked up by 
the scoop but disappeared after 
being dropped. 


The scoop, like the arm of a 


toy steam 
shovel, also was 


pushed into the soil seven times 
and dropped — from heights up 
to 30 inches - 13 times to test 
the bearing strength of the sur- 
face. 


All tests so far, a laboratory 


spokesman said, show the ter-

The Laseter brothers soon produced 


watermelons weighing over 100 pounds 
and during the season of 1925 they 
created a sensation in the city of Hope 
by bringing in a watermelon weighing 
136 pounds. It was exhibited for a few 
days in Hope and then sent by ex- 
press to the President of the United 
States, Calvin Coolidge. This melon 
was grown by Hugh Laseter. W. Y. 
Foster was President of the Hope 
Chamber of Commerce at that time 
and suggested the holding of an An- 
nual Watermelons Festival. He ap- 
pointed a committee and Allen David- 
son was selected as chairman. 


The date of the first Watermelon 


Festival 
was 
August 12, 1926. The 


Queen of the first Festival was Miss 
Laurine Lewis, of Hope, 
who 
was 


crowned by the Hon. Tilman Parks. 
It was estimated that 15,000 visitors 
were on hand for the first Festival. 
The largest watermelon for 1926 was 
Brown by Edgar Laseter and weighed 
143U pounds. This melon was saved 
for seed.

weighing 14m pounds. It was sent to 
the Kiwunis Club in Little Rock, and 
the entire membership could not con- 
sume it.

the State Department's payroll. 


"This is the first step to come

newsman through an aide. 


"There is a general feeling 


that we can do with fewer per- 
sonnel and what we want to do 
is to get the number of our peo- 
ple in 
line 
with

funds," he said. "It will have 
no impact on foreign affairs op- 
erations. They could even im- 
prove." 


Rimestad, who took over the 


department's top administrative 
post In February, was previous- 
ly in a similar position at the U. 
S. embassy in Paris when 50 
Jobs were eliminated there. He 
is known to believe this did not 
impair the embassy's effective- 
ness. Some veteran U. S. diplo- 
mats long have contended that 
American foreign policy could 
be better carried out with .a 
smaller bureaucracy. 


Rimestad's directive does not 


apply to the U. S. diplomatic 
staff 
dealing 
with Southeast 


Asia, where the Vietnam war 
rates Washington's top priority. 


It also does not call for the 


firing of persons now on the 
payroll. The cutback is to be 
achieved by not hiring people to 
fill vacancies as they occur. 


But "in general the reductions 


should be applied to officer posi- 
tions" — meaning those held by 
career diplomats — the direc- 
tive says.

The only hitch, according to a 


spokesman for the Alcar Instru» 
ments Corp., is that the tech* 
nique also gets rid of the duck's 
natural body oils. The oils 
which the birds need to survive 
take up to two years to be ret 
placed naturally. 


In the deoiling process, the 


duck is placed in a tank filled 
with a non-toxic detergent solu* 
tion. A device at the bottom of 
the

generates 
high-fre» 


quency 
sound 
waves which 


produce microscopic bubbles in 
the solution. The bubbles then 
collapse, forming high-intensity 
shock waves which scrub the oil 
off the duck.

opened the queen of clubs 
against S o u t h ' s three no- 
trump contract and South 
won in dummy and led a low 
spade. Tobias Stone who sat 
East is one of the greatest de- 
fensive players of all time. 
The spade play was unusual 
enough to indicate to Stone 
that declarer wanted some- 
one to lead a diamond and 
Stone was not about to do 
that. Instead he led a club 
right into dummy. West was 
careful to play the jack and 
hang onto the three spot as a 
possible out card later, be- 
cause West also realized what 
declarer's problem was. 


Another s p a d e was led 


from dummy and Stone was 
in again. This time he played 
his eight of hearts. South 
played low as did West and 


dummy's jack won the trick. 
Back came a heart and East's 
ten and declarer's king fell to 
West's ace. West put his part- 
ner back in with the queen 
of hearts and Stone continued 
to harass declarer by leading 
the ace and queen of spades. 


Dummy's king took the 


queen. This left dummy with 
the four of spades. Declarer 
called "Low spade." 


Stone said "Lower spade," 


and produced the deuce. By 
this time West had managed 
to get rid of all his four dia- 
monds and was down to the 
nine-three of clubs and the 
13th heart. The best declarer 
could do was to take dummy's 
ten of clubs and give West 
the last two tricks. The whole 
diamond suit had been shut 
out!
